Mr. Teller's speech waa also noticeable 
in pointing out Hint a coiistitutioiml 
provision existed against the plan sug- 
gested by Mr. Gorman in lidding a limm- 
cial meaaure to one of the appropriation 
bille. 


Mr. Gorman explained he hud nut in- 


tended to eay "comprehensive revenue 
legislation and be added to an appropri- 
ation bill." 


Mr. Mcl'hereoii gavo notice tlifit h« 


would tomorrow cull up tbo resolution 
diEcharging the financo committee from 
further consideration of Mr. Sherman's 
bill to provide a temporary means of 
mooting the dolicienci«9. 


Aloat of the day was given to the con- 


sideration of the .District of Colombia 
appropriation bill without completing it. 


Mr. Alien, Populist of Nebraska, pre-

ample ior the expenses, Mr. Tnilor read 
from tho President's recent message to 
the aamo effect as to "cumfortablo bal- 
ances," "but now," fluid he,"the Senator 
from Maryland makes the extraordinary 
declaration uf a present existing deficit 
of 4100,000,000, based on his personal 
examination." 


Referring to the proposed new bond 


issue, Mr. Teller Biiid it would ho about 
:ia effective aa pouring water in a sieve. 
And tlicac bonds are being put out 
when the administration wns claiming 
to have ample roveuue for expenses. 
Mr. Teller added with great force: 
"Tlio administration of our h'nancial 
affairs hna never been in absolutely in 
competent hands, but if tho senator 
from Maryland is right they are in such 
hands now." 
After strongly present- 


ing tho distress following tho demone- 
tization of silver, Mr. Teller closed with 
a brilliant peroration which drew a 
burst of applause from tho senator 
about him and the galleries. It attract- 
ed close attention, not only for its fer- 
vid style, but for the warning tho sen- 
ator gave that he would ace to it that no 
liaaty legislation was enacted. The sen- 
ate had a "brief executive session and at 
6 o'clock adjourned.
